The announcement, which was made at the 
morning service by District Supt.

Only 
the men on the official board of the church 
were aware of the accusation.

Park church more than two years ago. They 
decided to say nothing about it, however, in 
order to watch the conduct of the pastor. 

Conditions, however, went from bad to 
worse, and ft wee felt that something should 
be done to put an end to the scandal. Just 
how the affair reached the authorities of the 
church none of the members of the Western 
Avenue church would say. It is asserted, 
however, that the Rev. Mr. Crawford de- 
cided to talk frankly with his brother pastor 
concerning the charges. 

Said to Have Confessed. 

With this in view, the Rev. Mr. Crawford 
went to Mr. Leek’s home, and the two clergy- 
men talked the matter over in the pastor's 
study. The Rev. Mr. Crawford — be — out 
to Mr. Leek that the charges against him 
were being known ln a wider and wider circle 
of the members of the church, and it washis 
duty to warn him thet such charges could 
not be ignored. 

The Rev. Mr. Leek, it is said, confessed 
his guilt and asked that he be dealt with 
leniently. According to members of the 
board the accused pastor expressed the 
hope that the entire “ unfortunate affair ”’ 
would be hushed up in the event that he 
tendered his resignation from the pastorate. 
He was anxious, it was said, to prevent the 
scandal reaching the ears of Bishop Mo- 
Dowell. 

It was stated by one of the stewards of 
the church that Frank P. Richards, 1158 
West Adams street, one of the oldest mem- 
bers of the church, was among those who 
fanned the flames that resulted in the affair 
being taken to the church authorities. Mr. 
Richards decline to discuss the subject be- 


District Superintendent Holt declined 
to reveal who brought the charges against 
Mr. Leek to the attention of Bishop Mc- 
Dowell. He said, however, that no “formal 
charges were made and that the affair 
“really was made in the form of a verbal 
complaint.“ 

The Rev, Mr. Leek preached his last ser- 
mon at the morning service on Jan. 17. At 
that time he knew that the storm was com- 
ing, the date being subsequent to the warn- 
ing he had received from the Rev. Mr. Craw- 
ford. He did not know, however, that in the 
pews of the church sat several members who 
already knew that the charges had been 
formulated and would be sent to Bishop Mo- 
Dowell during the week. 

Bishop McDowell took charge of the affair 
last Friday. The Rev. Mr. Leek was called 
before his ecclesiastical superior, who ques- 
tioned him concerning the truth of the com- 
plaint.“ After receiving Mr. Leek’s confes- 
sion, Bishop McDowell gave the erring pas- 
tor the choice of standing trial or resigning.

WOMAN KILLED BY TAXICAB 


Struck by Auto as She Alights 
from Car on South Side.

Victim Dies at Hospital Without ner 
Identity Being Established, 


An unidentified woman, apperently abott 
25 years old, was struck and-killed last night 
by @ taxicab as she alighted from an In- 
diana avenue car at Twenty-third street. 

The sped north in Indlana avenue, 
pursued by several persons who saw the a- 
cident. It was seen to turn west in Twenty- 
first street, and trace of it then was lost. 
Detectives of several south side stations im- 
mediately, began to search to learn the 
identity of the chauffeur, but up to 3 o'clock 
this morning they had obtained no clew. 

A dosen garages were visited and taxicabs 
were examined to discover if blood stains 
were on any of them. No evidence of this 
nature wag found, but the search wih be 
prosecuted more thoroughly today. 


Description of Victim. “ 

In a message sent out by the police the vic- 
tim is described ae follows: 

About W yeare old; & feet 7 inches tall; 
weighs about 130 pounds; gray eyes and au- 
burn hair; two gold fillings in front teeth. 
Bhe wore a blue serge suit, black furs, and 
patent leather shoes. On the left hand she 
wore two rings, one of them set with three 
small diamonds. 

It is the opinion of the police that the vic- 
tim lived in the vicinity of Twenty-third 
street and Indiana avenue. 

The. accident occurred at 9:80 o'clock. A 
north bound Indiana avenue car, on which 
the woman had ridden from Thirty-ninth 
street, stopped to let her off. The taxicab 
was being driven in the same direction and ag 
the woman stepped off the car it struck her. 


Auto Running at High Speed. 

Severat persons who witnessed the accident 
told the police that the automobile was run- 
ning at high speed. Passengers on the car 
and: other persons on the street shouted to 
the driver of the auto, but he paid no atten- 
tion to the cries. 

The woman wae knocked down and the 
wheels of the fast speeding auto ran over her. 
She was unconscious when picked up and 
carried to the sidewalk, 

Five minutes later the ambulance of the 
Twenty-second street station arrived and, as 
there wae still a spark of life in the body she 
was taken to the People’s hospital, Twenty- 
second street and Archer avenue. She was 
placed on the operating table and for several 
minutes three doctors worked over her in the 
faint hope that they could revive her by 
means of artificial respiration. Their efforts 
wer futile, 


Policemén Pursues Auto. 

Among those on the street car was Sergeant 
Hayes of the south park police. He and 
others started in pursuit of the taxicab, but 
were goon distanced by the swiftly moving 
machine. The driver evidently, knew that 
he wae being chased, and he ran the auto 
at top speed to eacape. 

Examination by the hospital doctors dis- 
closed the woman’s injuries to consist of a 
double fracture of the skull, nose broken, 
leg fractured, and other hurts. The doo- 
tors say she probably did not realize what 
struck her, as she lost consciousness in- 
stantly.

Dr. Wiley states Attitude. 

When asked as to/whether this meant 
that he would resign as the department’, 
chemist in case he were ordered by the de- 
partment to consider benzoate a proper com- 
ponent of food, Dr. Wiley refused to make 
categorical answer. 

“It is now up to the higher authorities in 
whose hands the administration of the pure 
food law rests to make a decision upon the 
report of the referee board,“ he said. “ There 
is no action on the matter which I should 
permit myself to take before I received in- 
structions from the head of the department. 

“This much I will say: I consider that I 
have been fighting a crusade in the interests 
of the American people. My ultimate de- 
cision will be governed by what I think to 
be their best interests. I shall carefully con- 
sider in what position I en best continue 
to serve them in the fight. I do not believe 
that by placing myself in @ position where 
I should have to be insubordinate would do

In response to a strong expression of 
the popular will the last general assembly 
enacted a direct primary law. This law 
declares that “ the person receiving the 
highest number of votes at a primary as 
a candidate of a party for the nomina- 
tion for an office shall be the candidate 
of that party for euch office.” Planer 
language could not have been used to 
make primary results dependent not upon 
majorities but upon pluralities. 

At the Republican primary m August 
candidates for United States senator 
were voted for and Senator Hopkins re- 
ceived « large plurality of all the votes 
cast in the state. It is true that this 
result was not legally binding upon mem- 
bers of the state legislature. It could 
not be made eo. The federal constitution 
stood in the way. But it was Well under- 
stood that the voters had decided, so far 
as they could, In favor of Senator Hop- 


kins, and that the Republican party had 


committed itself to his support. Follow- 
ing out this understanding, the subsequent 
state convention made a formal declara- 
tion in his favor, and it ise commonly re- 
ported that the campaign mana gers made 
a campaign assessment upon him as the 
party candidate. 

Tue Tarom did not originally advo- 
ente the reélection of Senator Hopkins. 
It then felt some preference for another 
candidate who had likewise submitted his 
cause to the primary, end it so stated. 
After the primary election it acquiesced ia 
the result, and still further after the state 
com vention. It would not have acquiesced 
had it considered Senator Hopkins an 
unfit candidate. Had it so considered, it 
would have announced in advance that it 
would not support him. 

How far primary elections, caucuses, 
and conventions should bind those con- 
cerned with them isa much mooted ques- 
tion. To Tun Trisunm it seems clear 
that they are like any other voluntary 
arbitration when fairly and honestly con- 
ducted. Tue Trisune would not think 
of going into a labor or a business arbi- 
tration without abiding by the result fair- 
ly and honestly reached, whether legally 
binding or not. The senatorial primary 
ee unimpeached, and no good reason 

is apparent why those who participated 
in it, either as candidates, ae “party man- 
agers, or as voters, should mot uphold the 
issue of it. Personal feelings do not con- 
stitute a good reason. 

Tus Taru does not propose to abuse 
people for differing with it, and it recog- 
nizes everybody's right to his own indi- 
vidual, opinion, but in its view considera- 
tions of fair play and of good faith call 
for the prompt*reélection of Senator Hop- 
kins. 

Tun Trisune is not sure that the 
direct primary experiment is a wise in- 
novation in representative government. 
It supported the experiment in deference 
to en apparently sincere demand from the 
people for such legislation. Those who 
were urgent for it should now insist that 
its spirit be carried out. 


IMPROVED NICKEL THEATERS. 

The nickel theater may have positive 
educational value. Committees of the 
Chicago Woman's club report that investi- 
gation shows decided ‘improvement in 
these places of popular resort. oral- 
izing tendencies are being checked, so that 
theaters once of doubtful character are 
counted among the helpful influences of 
their neighborhoods. : 

That the nickel shows meet a popular 
need is apparent from their drawing 
power, Most of them are making money 
despite their small admission fee. That 
means that they are furnishing entertain- 
ments which are sufficiently attractive to 
secure the repeated attendance of a more 
or less limited constituency. Unless they 
made the right sort of appeal, their re- 
ceipts would soon fall off. 

Certain physical evils have been noted 
in connection with them. As a conse- 
quence some regulation nas been neces 
sary and proper. Care has been demand- 
ed in the electric wiring. Some degree 
of technical skill in using the moving pic- 
ture machines has been required. Super- 
vision of the methods of handling the 
audiences in respect to overcrowding, to 
freedom of exits, and to guarding against 
panics has been essential. Some regard 
to the quality of the air breathed has 
been urged. The forbidding of immoral 
and suggestive pictures has been in line 
with long accepted public policy. 

No one can urge effective objections 
against any one of these precautionary 
measures. They have not been used to de- 
stroy a business, but have been solely in 
the interest of the safety of life and mor 
als. They have not required any exceptiou- 
al or extraordinary outlays on the part of 
the ogerators. That a committee of investi- 
gation is able to report favorably upon 
their general character shows that the 
requirements have been met in the proper 
spirit.

The first budget of the nation under the 
constitution contained provision, for sol- 
diers of the revolutionary war. The fiscal 


year closing last June saw $153,000,000 


spent for pensions on account of service 
in the wars of the republic, From first 
to last othe outlay for thie purpose has 
been approximately $4,000,000,000. 80 
far as the soldiers are concerned, they 
have received generous treatment from an 
appreciative government. 

In the matter of old age pensions as a 
general proposition, however, the United 
States has lagged behind the other ag- 
gressive nations of the world. There have 
been provisions for dependents in the 
form<of poorhouses and other institutions 
where charity has been the moving 
thought. But there bas aot been that 
lively interest in the eubject that has 
been manifested on other continents, pos- 
sibly because the conditions of life here 
have been essentially different. Not 
much has been done from the point of 
view of recognition of faithfulness of serv- 
ice as worthy of additional cash consider- 
ation other than that shown in the grada- 
tion of wages and salaries. 

Now and then a firm has distributed a 
percentage of profits at the Christmas sea- 
son. Occasionally an employer, in his 
will, das made provision for those who 
have served him with fidelity for years. 
With imcreasing frequency corporations 
and firms are providing pension plans 
which involve the payment by employés 
of a small amount at regular periods. 
Pensions for policemen, firemen, teachers, 
are not uncommon. 

The recently announced plan of Butler 
Brothers company seems a etep still fur- 
ther in advance. More than 4,000 em- 
ployés of this mercantile house in Chicago 
and other cities are to have the benefit 
of a pension system which recognizes 
years of service without any cash tax 
upon the pay envelopes. The amount of 
the pension ie to be A per cent of the 
salary for gach year of actual service. 
The average salary for ten years will 
furnish the basis of computation. The 
minimum pension will be $300. An age 
limit of 60 has been set, and there is a 
requirement of twenty years of connec- 
tion with the company es a preliminary. 

Other large industrial and metcantile 
houses in Chicago have put in operation 
or have under consideration pension proj- 
ects, as the McCormick harvester and 
Morris packing concerns. It is a hopeful 
sign. Many a worker looks forward with 
unhappy thoughts to the day of retire- 
ment when earning power is gone. The 
firm that keeps thie in mind is not likely 
to lose in the Jong run. It will develop 
among its employés a epirit of content- 
ment ‘that will brig® financial returns 
through larger effectiveness. It will help 
greatly toward the removal of one of the 
greatest causes of unrest, It is a matter 
for congratulation that leading Chicago 
firms are taking up this important work. 


A POINTED ACCIDENT. . 

Chance often wields the slapstick. But 
like a king’s jester, she claims privilege 
of the telling thrust to prove a store of 
wisdom under her tasseled cap.

Congress ie the one organ of the government 
which, by reason of its popular contposition, ite spe- 
cial powers, and the place assigned it in the coneti- 
tution, is fitted: to rescue the country from the 
merciless tyranny of bureaus and of some chance 
autocratic president with which Providence may 
affiict us.

ing how several congressmen and at least 
one senator were in receipt of a petition 
from constituents, of which the a 


excerpt is the gist: 

We, the undersigned voters of the state of Iill- 
nos, beg to ask you if you do not think it about 
time for congress to get down to business and stop 
this constant wrangling over the actions and state- 
ments of the president. We feel, ae do many others 
in this conmmunity, that our representatives are 
sent to Washington for other purposes than that 
of quarreling and quibbling over matters which 
are of no interest to the people at large.

Washington, D. C., Jan. 24.—[Special.]— 
“National reproach” and “international 
scandal” are terms used by Gov. Magoon of 
the, Cuban provisional government in char- 
acterizing the failure of the United States to 
cispose of the wreck of the Maine, which yet 
obstructs the harbor of Havana. 

In his annual report to the secretary of 
war made public today, the outgoing provi- 
sional governor ar: “ The sunken battle- 
ship is a serious menace to the shipping of 
the harbor, as ft occupies a portion of the best 
anchorage. The obstruction has increased 
annually during the last ten years by caus- 
ing a shoal.” 


** But more important then any obstruction 


to navigation,“ continues the report, is the 
fact that this wreck, although it contains 
the bodies of sixty-three Américan seamen, 
or what is left of them, is apparently aban- 
doned and forgotten by the government and 
people of the United States. 

“Thousands of Americans and thousands 
of other netionalitiee annually enter the 
harbor of Havana, and probably not one 
omits to express regret and censure for the 
deplorable spectacle. It has become a na- 
tional reproach and an internationa! scandal. 


Allege Wish to Hide Wreck’s Cause. 

“ The neglect to remove the wreck is attrib- 
uted by many, especially the large Spanish 
contingent im Cuba, to.the fear that ite re- 
moval will disclose the fallacy of the popular 
belief that the Maine was destroyed by a tor- 
pedo or mine instead of an Interior explosion, 

So generally does this opinion prevail thet 
I believe the Cuban government was deterred 
thereby from dealing with the wreck as an 
obetruction to navigation of its coastal wa- 
ters and destroying ft.
